The redemp- 
tion value of the investment is be- 
coming worthless, By inflating 
her currency she loses nothing, 
but rather gains materially in as- 
sets, because Germany parts with 
only worthless marks and gets dol- 
lars or goods in exchange. This is 
not an honorable way to pay debts. 

“For some time after the armis- 
tice was signed Wie American in- 
vestor was impressed, as he bought 
with the gooc faith of the German 
gecvernmen. to observe, at least, 
the elementary principles of con- 
serving its currency. Such invest- 
ments by Americans were largely 
made to help the morale of the 
Germans and to place their coun- 
try on a sound financial! basis. The 
United States government did not 
omicially recognize the inflation pol- 
icy until November. 1919. 


TAXES ARE LOW 
“We are seeking an indemnity 
so that a contract made in good 


faith and justice will be lived up to 
in a proper manner. Securities 
were purchased from Germapr na- 
ticnals to help them get on their 
feet The amount of any such 
purchases in the market is of 
course, quite impossible to deter- 
mine. The Attorney-General of 
New York in 18919 had a list ‘of 
25.000 American subscribers to 
German securities since the out- 
break of the war. 

“Reparations which Germany 
agreed to pay. as a conse uence of 
the war, were not provided for by 
Germany in the form of substan- 
cial taxation upon its people, or the 
labor, but the 
roney to pay such reparations was 
obtained, almost entirely, by 
selling of its currency and securi- 
ties largely to Americar investors 
and those of other foreign coun- 
tries.

Dittemore as a member of the 
board, was filed in the Maasachu- 
setts Supreme Court today by 
Frederick Dodge, a former Feder- 
al judge. Mr. Dodge heard testi- 
mony as to the facts th the suit 
brought by Dittemore to compel 
the other members of the board 
to recognize him as a member. 

The master found that Ditte- 
more’s co-members had failed to 
submit to him ¢harges upon which 
they based his removal. He ad- 
hered to the opinion which he had 
previously expressed in his report 
as master in the prolonged litiga- 
tion between the church directors 
and the trustees of the Christian

Merritt and Rathvon at a meeting 
of the board on March 17, 1919, 
at which Neal was not present.

The resolutions embodying the 
dismissal of Mr. Dittemore charged 
that he had violated the church 
bylaws by refusing to be bound by 
the majority votes of the board, 
had carried on a campaign for per- 
sonal influence and contro! in the 
affairs of the Mother Church, had 
#0 conducted himself as to produce 
discord between the board and the 
publishing society trustees, had 
written letters to the board con- 
taining untrue statements and had 
acted at meetings of the board in 
“a rude, offensive and threatening 
manner.” 

The master’s report cited the 
deed of trust by which Mrs. Mary 
Baker Eddy, founder of the 
church, conveyed in 1892 to-four 
trustees, afterward called direc- 
tors, the land upon which the pres- 
ent church edifice later was erect- 
ed. Nowhere in the deed, it said, 
Was there any provision that the 


trustees were to be officers of any! 


church and at no time had the 
directors been elected by a vote of 


_the church members or clothed 
,with the powers which the State 


gives to deacons and wardens of 
incorporated churches. 


DIFFERENCES CITED 

The report detailed numerous 
instances of differences between 
Dittemore and other members of 
the board and said that Dickey, 
had long con- 
templated Dittemore’s dismissal, 
but without disclosing to him that 
they were preparing for such ac- 
tion. It told of an incident in Sep- 
tember, 1917, when members of 
the board spent an evening in New 
York, Dittemore refused to accom- 
pany Dickey, Merritt and Neal to 
a musical comedy, saying that it 
would not be edifying to see the 
majority of the board at a play of 
that type, especially as discredit- 
able reports had been widely cir- 
culated regarding the star actor in 
it. Merritt, according to his own 
testimony, said to Dittemore: 
“Come on with us. You are not 
so much better than the rest of 
us.” 

The report said that at meetings 
of the board in 1917, 1918 and 
1919, Dittemore expressed disap- 
proval of utterances by one of the 
members “of a kind tolerable when 
men only, and men not disposed to 
be ascruplous in such matters, are 
present—thereby arousing resent- 
ment’ on the part of some other 
members.

South Carolina; treasurer, William

The six officers were authorized to 
act as an executive committee and 
to appoint a State chairman of 
each State, the chairman to or- 
ganize State groups. 


COMMISSION REMEMBERED 

The resolutions of the confer- 
ence called upon the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in making

Architecture of ahs Past is 
‘Demolished 


American Ideas Find Place in 
Construction 
First Ten-Story Building is 
Erected

has ever known is sweeping ruth- 
leasly over the city.

Texas Attorney Denounces 


Cites Instance Rivalling 


Florida Case 


Death of Youth is Caused 


by Brutality 


AUSTIN, (Tex.) May 26.—An 
affidavit, reciting detall asserted 
brutalities that were practiced on 
a young convict of the State pen- 
itentiary has just been made by 
George Dixon of Houston, an at- 
torney who for several years has 
taken a lead in efforts to bring 
about a more humane system of 
treatment of prisoners. This affi- 
davit, along with others which Mr. 
Dixon made recently, are to be 


used by a committee of the Legis- 
lature in investigating the charges. 
‘Mr. Dixon's latest affidavit reads: 

“Brutality in the Texas peniten- 
tlary system has reached a stage 
where the citizenship of Texas 
must put a stop to it. Not only is 
the leather whip being used on 
prisoners all over the system, but 
men are being crushed in both 
body and soul. 

“This is no time for quibbling 
over methods of managing con- 
victs. Those who believe that 
whips and other means of torture 
are proper must join in with those 
who are determined that inhuman 
cruelties in the system must be 
stopped. 


REPORTS ATROCITY 

“Last Saturday morning news 
came to me of one of the most 
brutal atrocities ever recorded in 
a civilized country. A 19-year old 
boy, who entered the prison & 
strong. healthy lad, left it three 
years later in total blindness, and 
with his spine fractured. 

“A week after he was furloughed 
he died and was buried at Paris, 
Texas. Prison officials seemed to 
think they had exercised great 
generosity by allowing this young 
boy the privilege of dying in the 
arms of his mother. 

“Miss Bertha Phillips, who was 
born in Huntsville, and reared un- 
der the very shadow of the grim 
prison walls, told me the story and 
stated that she was willing to tes- 
a. under oath to the story. She 
said 

“All my life I had heard of 
cruel treatment of prisoners. Be- 
ing a resident of Huntsville, and 
having spent most of my life there, 
I naturally came in contact with 
prison officials, and a number of 
my own relatives are employed in 
the system at the present time. 
I did not realize, however, the ter- 
rible things that were going on— 
the inhuman  obrutalities being 
practiced against prisoners—until 
I was called upon recently to ac- 
company a young man (from 
Hunteville prison to the home of 
his mother, at Paris, Texas. 

“The young man was 
Walton. He had been sentenced 
to a term of twelve years on « 
charge of stealing some whisky 
from a person In Paris. Think of 
it! Twelve years for stealing some 
whisky. My information is that he 
was only fifteen years old when 
committed to prison for this of- 
fense. His parents are poor and 
without influence in their. com- 
munity. But he was a large, well 
developed boy, a splendid specimen 
of physical young manhood. 


ON PRISON FARM 


“"He was placed on Eastham 
prison farm. He at once fel] un- 
der the cruel treatment of guards. 
The boy told me his story, as he 
stared from sightless eyes into my 
face. He would sometimes reach 
out his hands and say, “Let me 
feel your face! Let me feel your 
face!’ 

“ ‘He told me that prison guards 
on Eastham farm ran a drove of 
mules over him. His spine was 
fractured under the feet of these 
mules. He became totally blind. 
He also developed epileptic fits anda 
at the time I accompanied him 
home he was having about eight 
epileptic fite a day. His blindness 
and epilepsy were caused - by the 
cruel treatment inflicted upon him 
while he was in prison. 

“'For a year after he became 
blind he was kept on the prison 
farm. He begged the farm man- 
ager to send him to the walls for 
medical treatment, but his request 
was refused. Finally he was trans- 
ferred, and an appeal was made to 
Governor Neff to grant him « fur- 
lough so he could go to his home 
to his mother for a while. The 
Governor paid no attention to the 
request. Finally Dr. Bush, the 
prison physician, demanded that 
the boy be grahted a furlough. | 
eft the prison with Earl on the 
13th of last January. The boy 
died one week after I had carried 
him home.’ 

“Miss Phillips is a trained nurse, 
and for a number of years served 
as probation officer in Beaumont, 
with a police commissioner. She 
has had wide experience in hand- 
ling delinquent boys and girls.”

BERLIN, May 26.—Germany'’s 
determination to utilize its strategic 
air position in mid-Europe to ob- 
tain a revision of the hampering 
limitations imposed by the a 


territory to comply with the same 
restrictions, will be put to a test in 
consequence of the forced landing 
Prague express ce - 
Germany. The pilot was arrested 
and the machine seized on & 
charge of violating the German 
law prescribing the size, power and 
speed of machines using the Ger- 
man atmosphere. 

There is an element of humor in 
the fact that the aircraft law which 
the Allies themselves drafted and 


forced Germany by ultimatum to 
enact, should first be applied 
sgainst an Allied machine and 
pilot. But under the present 
strained relations between Ger-

ment is subordinated to the danger 
of a new Franco-German conflict 
and sharp French measures as re- 
prisals. 

The Versailles Treaty rights of 
Allied aircraft to fy over Germany 
and utilize German  airdromes 
lapsed January 1, last. German 
representatives attempted to use 
that fact during subsequent nego- 
tlations to obtain regulations per- 
mitting them to build and use ma- 
chines of power and design more 
in accord with the requirements 
of modern commercial aviation. 

The attempt failed and Germany 
decided to apply the “sauce for the 
goose, sauce for the gander’ prin- 
ciple to Entente air service which 
has to cross Germany to reach 
Scandinavia and Eastern and 
Southeastern Europe. 

When the French line to Prague, 
Vienna and Warsaw recently 
opened for 1923 traffic, Germany 
formally notified the world that 
flights, over Germany were pro- 
hibited and that all airplanes not 
complying with German require- 
ments for commercial aircraft fall- 
ing Into their hands would be 
seized and the pilots and passen- 
gere would be subject to prosecu- 
tion under German laws. Evidently 
it was only a matter of time before 
some airplane attempting to make 
a long hop across Germany would 
be forced by machine trouble to 
land en route, and that has now 
happened.

AZARDS OF FLAME 

Nearly 15,000 persons lost their lives 
and $500,000,000 worth of property was de 
stroyed last year in fires. It is known that 
at least 80 per cent of these blazes were 
preventable. But for carelessness or faulty 
construction they need not have happened.

Arthur Letts, one of the greatest of 
the pioneer merchants of Los Angeles, will 
live in grateful memory by reason of the 
bequests which he made in bis will for the 
public good. One-tenth of his persong! for- 
tune, estimated at about $8,000,000, is set 
aside as an endowment fund for the pur- 
pose of caring for sick and needy 
ployees or former employees of Bullock's 
and the Broadway Department Store. 

One-half his fortune, estimated at $16,- 
000,000, goes by the law to the wife. It is 
possible that she, in turn, may add gener- 
ously to the Letts Foundation. Mr. Letts 
also made bequests totalling $35,000 to the 
Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A., the Boy Scouts and | 
the National Council of Boy Scouts. 

Mr. Letts owed his fortune to vision and 
energy, not to avarice. He was not un- 
mindful of the part those who were asso 
ciated with him as employees played in the 
building of his fortune. And he was not 
unmindful that he owed something to the 
community that made his success possible. 

And it is by these bequests that he will | 
be longest remembered. His foundation 
will stand as an example pointing the way 
to others who have made conspicuous bust- 
ness successes in Los Angeles.

Ministers of all denominations are be- 
ing urged more and more every year to 
use their pulpits for the purpose of boost- 
ing civic reforms, political movements or 
social issues not directly connected with 
church work and religion. 


They are called upon with lfacreasing fre- 
quency to preach on stated topics, often in 
connection with special weeks promoted by 
various secular organizations. 

How far should the churches of today 
depart from the old traditions by employ- 
ing the pulpit more as a public platform for 
debating the leading questions of general 
public Interest and less for purely religious 
and spiritual instruction? So marked is 
the change of late years in the nature of, 
the subjects treated from church pulpits 
that the whole clergy of America has been 
roused to the importance of this remark- 
able transition.

Frankly dismissing the 
medieval idea of the pulpit and consider- 
ing its functions from the standpoint of 
fact, it should be recognized that the pul- 
pit is as definitely commissioned to spe 
cific instruction as the teacher and as per- 
sonally responsible for conditions of life 
as the physician. Why, then, cheapen it 
by asking {it to serve as the sounding 
board for any popular cause?”

til deportation ts mentioned. Then, 
generally, their chant of defiance its 


fervor which leaves no doubt as to 
the proper procedure in handling 
this growing band of malcontents.’ 

Such is the opinion of Judge C. 
P. Vicini of Amador county now 
presiding in Department Four of 
the Superior Court here. 

And Judge Vicini knows “Wob- 
blies.” For years members of the 
organization infested his county 
and he fought them as a District 
Attorney for twelve years, and as 
an Assemblyman for four years. 
Today, as a member of the judl- 
clary, he has ideas on the subject 
of radicalism, which, if carried out, 
he believes will thwart the menace 
of communism and mob rule. 

Several years ago, when war- 
time legislation was still in force, 
two members of the Industria! 
Workers of the World were placed 
under arrest in Amador county. 
Their utterances and acts were be- 
lieved by the: authorities to be in 
violation of the laws of the State 
and country. They were tried under 
wartime statutes and found guilty. 
Deportation was the punishment 
decided upon and the two disciples 
of anarchy left this coun with 
one-way tickets to the from 
which they came. 

“And today, we have very little 
trouble with ‘Wobblies’ in Amador 
county,” Judge Vicini stated. 


dor county jurist came to the con- 
clusion that there is but one way 
to deal with the undesirables. 

“I have found that approximate- 
ly nine out of fen members of the 
1.W.W. are aliens,” he stated. “And 
I have further discovered that if 
there is.one thing that cools their 
loyalty to the organization, it is 
to mentfon deportation. 

‘Most of these men are ignorant. 
They come from countries where 
clase hatreds have existed for cen- 
turies. Arriving here they marvel 
at the liberties granted all. Un- 
educated and unlearned in_ the 
ways of a free country they are 
prone to misunderstand. This mis- 
understanding eventually leads to 
false ideas of liberty. and when 
they reach this stage they are ready 
victims for the professional agita- 
tor. 


ONE PLAN FOR ALIEN 

“They listen to the fallacious 
and illogical arguments of the par- 
lor pink. They are swayed by his 
oratory and promises of greater 
freedom. They are made to believe 
they are oppressed, that if they 
but follow the suggestions of the 
leader the millenium is at hand. 
As a consequence they inevitably 
run into the net of law and order.

As to the method of dealing

“It appears to me almost futile 
for the States to attempt to deal 
with this class of people,” he stat- 
ed. “In 1919, while a member 
of the State Legislature, I intro- 
diced the criminal-syndicalism 
bill, which, with amendments. 
subsequently became a law and is 
still on the statute books of the 
State. This law, which provides 
for a sentence of from one to four- 
teen years—if it can be proved 
that the accused is a member of 
the 1.W.W.—has been in force for 
several years, but I don’t believe 
it meets the situation properly. 

“Convictions have been hard to 
secure and-I fear the law has had 
little effect in stamping out the 
growing menace of radicalism. 
Other States have enacted like leg- 
islation and in many instances the 
laws have been laughed at by the 
Reds. The one cure is Federal 
legislation with teeth, and until we 
get it the State authorities must 
meet the situaion with the reme- 
dies at hand.”

California Tillers of Soil| 
Face a Season of Fair 


The farmers of the State of Call- 
fornia face prospects for «4 good 
agricultural year. Rainfall has been 
sufficient and credit is not espe- 
cially difficult to obtain, but best 
of all indications is that of sufi- 
cient refrigerator cars to transport 
the products to the markets of the 
East. One of the farmer's great- 
est troubles is his inability to get 
his products to the markets. While 
credit for the atone | of his 
crops is often essential his trou- 
bles are not credit so much as our 
national failure to provide trans- 
portation facilities for his prod- 
ucts. The railroads of the State 
promise that a sufficient number 
of refrigerator cars wil be pro- 
vided to carry the products of 
our farmers to the markets where 
a large demand exists. 

During the past year the prices 
of nearly all things have increased, 
excepting farm products. Grain, 
cattle and kindred products are all 
bringing leas on the market to- 
day than a year ago, but the farm- 
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er is obliged to pay more for nearly 
everything he purchases. For this 
there is but One reason. The farm- 
er is unable to obtain for his prod- 
ucts a commensurate price be- 
cause of his inability to reach the 
markets where the demand insti- 
tutes higher prices. In marketing 
agricultural products the same con- 
dition exists aa in any other busi- 
ness; supply and demand regulate 
the price. 

In the cities the demand is great 
and the supply inadequate, hence 
the price is reasonably high. But 
the farmer has been unable to 
place his products at these mar- 
keting centers in sufficient amounts 
and at proper cost to afford him 
the advantages they offer. Now 
that the railroads promise ade- 
quate shipping facilities for prod- 
uee the farmers may justly be op- 
timistic. If they can place their 
products at the points where the 
demand is greater than the sup- 
ply and place them there at rea- 
sonable expense then a good profit 
is assured for their crops.

Women in Greece Lace Makers 


That Greece has an Ynusual op- 
portunity to take a leading posi- 
tion In the world in the lace and 
embroidery industry because of the 
huge number of expert needle- 
women among the million refugees 
from Asia Minor, is the declara- 
tion of BE. A. Eckman of Glendale. 
Mr. Eckman ts field manager of 
the relief work of the American 
Red Cross among the 137,000 ref- 
ugees In Western Thrace. 

“Of the total number of refu- 
gees in my district.” Mr. Eckman 
said, “there are fully 90,000 wom- 
en and children and old men. And 
among the women there are at 
least 10,000 who are either experts 
in lace making or in the finest 
kind of embroidery, while there 
are thousands of others whose 
work is of an excellent type. 

“We have entire camps of 700 
or 800 people which have not a 
single man in them. And the wom- 
en without children spend whole 
days in making lace out of the 
most inferior materials, . just to 
have something to do. There is 
no occupation for them outside of 
this. Right in Cavalla, where 
there are 20,000 refugees among 
a normal population of 15,000, 
there are at least 2000 lace or 
embroidery workers. 

“Where the laces and embroid- 
erles of Asia Minor used to have 
a high place in the world of fancy 
work. there is very little made 
now, chiefly because the refugees 
have no materials to work on. And 
if some enterprise of this sort were 
to be started the supply of work- 
ers would be very plentiful, as the 
women are eager to resume their 
former occupation.” 

While the development of such 
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the emergency relief operations 
the American Red Cross, facts 
this sort are being compiled to 
help bring about @ permanent so- : 
lution of the, assimilation and re- . 
habilitation of the exiles.

“The Days of a Man”: “The State 
intellectually is still an utter bar- 
barism-—a paradise of movie 
wenches, New Thoughters, Kiwanis 
clubs, crooked State's attorneys 
and other such 
New Freedom. Its courts still rail- 
road innocent men to prison. Its 
mental life is that of small coun- 
try towns grown into gaudy and 
degraded cities. It reeks wWith 
crazy religions. Not an idea worth 
hearing ever comes out of it.” 
With the exception of the “movie 
wenches,” who are not half so nu- 
merous nor so dangerous as they 
are painted, no unprejudiced judge 
can say that California is Vastly 
different from other States in the 
points enumerated. But Mr. 
Mencken, virtuous young man, has 
read, no doubt, about the wild life 
at Hollywood and so jumps to wild 
conclusions.

ROBERT VONNOH ON) 
SALMAGUNDI IDEA 


Of course, Dr. Osler did not in- 
tend to be taken seriously when he 
announced that a man ghould be 
chloroformed at the age of 60. Or, 
if he did mean what he said, he 
could not have met Robert Von- 
noh, N. A., who, 65 years old, is a 
vigorous—one might say a kicking 
—tefutation of such. an absurd 
theory as to the span of a man's 
usefulness in the world. 

For Robert Vonnoh, who is now 
in town on a flying trip from New 
York, with the avowed purpose of 
setting sail for Philadelphia on the 
first day of June to execute an im- 
portant commission—nothing less 
than to amputate the Dundreary 
whiskers on one of his old-time 
portraits of a leading citizen—is 
now painting better than he ever 
did, though he has been at it for 
over forty years. His exhibition 
in the Stendahl gallery, Ambassa- 
dor Hotel, proves my point most 
emphatically. 

I had a little chat with Mr. 
; Vonnoh the other day while I was 
strolling around the gallery and 
studying his pictures with much 
enjoyment. Or, rather, Mr. Von- 
noh had someMing of a talk with 
me, something that closely resem- 
bled a monologue, for the artist 
was very much in earnest—he was 
introducing me to one of his 
practical and rideable hobbies. We 
will caW it the Salmagundi Idea. 

You wtll know about the Salma- 
gundi Club in New York, that ag- 
gregation of 300 artistewend lay- 
men who hold exhibitions almost 
every month in the year, small 
and saleable pictures agd thumb- 
box sketches that are warranted to 
fit into almost every home, and 
‘that everybody,wants. I suppose 
Salmagundt sells more little 
pictures than any other gallery in 
New York. 

The Salmagundi was founded in 
1871 at the studio of Scott Hart- 
ley, then a well-known sculptor, 
and it has been growing apace in 
interest and influence ever since. 
At Harley's, a handful of congen- 
jal epirits met regularly to discuss 
problems of art and art sales, and 
this is exactly what they are do- 
ing at the club quarters on Lower 
Fifth avenue to this day. Recent- 
ly the land on which these rooms 
was bought “at a figure,” and the 
time is very close when the Sal- 
magundi will erect a handsome 
new edifice of its own. Thus it is 
that all oaks grow—even in New 
York. 

“Why.” Robert Vonnoh de- 
manded, “couldn't such an oak 
grow in Los Angeles, where the 
climate is exceedingly propitious 
and salubrious?”

COTTON IMPORTANT 

Cotton has proved ane of the im- 
portant factors in increasing the 
tonnage in the harbor. Though 
the increase brought about by the 
planting of more cotton acreage 
has not been so striking as that 
caused by the discovery of mam- 
moth oil fields, this crop promises 
in the future to prove of first im- 
portance among the crops which 
will provide cargoes for ships vis- 


A ce@nception of the possibilities 
of this crop is provided by figures 
on the increase in the acreage 
planted during the last few years. 
In the short time between 1919 and 
1921 more than 150,000 acres in. 
the Colorado delta were used for 
growing cotton for the first time. 
In 1922 this figure had reached 
approximately 300,000 acres. 

Cotton has been determined ta 
be a profitable crop under normal 
trade conditions. The fields of the 
Southwest have been kept free 
from the pests which have brought 
great losses to southern fields. 

So successful has been the first 
work in developing the catton tex- 
tile industry locally that a number 
of new concerns are coming into 
the local field and will assist in 
supplying the great demand for 
cotton fabrics in the Orient and 
the Southwest. A large part of the 
manufactured product must of ne- 
ceasity be transported by ship, and 
Los Angeles Harbor has been 
proved to be the most logical port 
to handle this material. 


GREAT PRODUCTION

Rh. E. Filcher, a member of the 
Los Angeles Realty Board, points 
out the advantages of the mmuny

“By this I do not mean to dis- 
credit our resort features. but I 
want to show that we need some- | 
thing of a surer, more dependable | 
nature, on which to build our city. 
In other words, we need more than 
anything else permanency of pop- 
ulation.

Some bond companies have sent 
out cireular letters to brokers of 
the State of California telling them 
that they must file this surety bond 
immediately upon the date the 
law becomes effective; this they 
have done without any authority 
from the State Real Estate De- 
partment. Should any bonds be 
sent to the State Real Estate De- 
partment because of this informa- 
tion, they will not be accepted, but 
will be returned to the owner of 
the bond who should immediately 
return it to the bond company and 
demand the return of his money. 

I ask that all brokers kindly as- 
sist the department as much as 
possible in submitting a good and 
sufficient bond. The department 
will not atcept any sureties where 
there is any doubt as to financial 
responsibility.

ACT IS PUZZLER 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 

PHOENIX, May 19.—*Peculiar 
and extraordinary circumstances 
and confusing situation” have been 
found by Secretary of State Kerby 
in consideration of the new Ari- 
zona Highway Act, which Is to be 
in effect June 9, if not stopped by 
referendum. He has found that

tion by a weak or strong flash. 
The application of vaseline to ter- 
minals will prevent the corrosion 
which results from acid fumes. 

Do not tamper with regulation 
of generator, nor the ignition dis- 
tributor points, unless you thor- 
oughly understand them. Correct 
charging rates vary on different 
makes of generators. The correct 
amount of gap at ignition distribu- 
tion also varies in different makes 
of distributors. These points are 
very pertinent to good motor per- 
formance and should only be ad- 
justed by service experts. 

See that all wire terminals are 
tight, loose terminals cause fuses 
to burn out, dim lights, eta 
Do not permit wires to rub on 
metal surfaces. This may caus 
fre in your car. Lubricate your 
generator, starting motor and ig- 
nition distributor in accordance 
with rules in your instruction 
book. This is very important; you 
can overoil and underoil electrical 
apparatus. Either will cause bad 
results.

Highway Commission, and which 
have been submitted to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture for approval: 

(1.) Crescent City — Grants 
Pass Road, Siskiyou National For- 
est, $75,000. This project is a sec- 
tien of the Redwood Highway, and 
the appropriation made wi!! pro- 
vide for the continuation ‘of con- 
@truction work already started un- 
der the Federal allotment of $220,- 
600 made last year. 

(2.) Kern River Canyon Road, 
Sequoia National Forest, $150,000. 
This project covers the construc- 
tion of 8.4 miles of road, which is 
& part of the State foute No. 57, 
extending from the ¢oast highway 
mear Santa Maria to Owens Valley 
via Bakersfield and Walker's Pass. 
It will provide an outlet) from the

Islip Road. Ten thousand dollars 
of this fund will also be used to 
make a location survev of the Yuba 
Pass project. The proposed Covelo- 
Low Gap Road on the California 
National Forest is a link in a very 
important trunk highway connect- 
ing the Sacramento Valley with 
points in Mendocino county. The 
Arroyo Seco-San Gabriel project ts 
@ highly important road on the 
Angeles Nationa! Forest which will 
@onnect the State Highway now ex- 
tending from the Los Angeles Va!l- 
ley to the mountainous region of 
the north. 

Construction work on all nation- 
el forest road projects will be 
started, stated Mr. Redington, as 
goon as the program is approved 
by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the necessary contracts let.

| STUBBORN DRIVERS ROASTED 


Stubborn auto drivers who think 
they are standing on their legal 
rights, when as a matter of fact, 
they have no rights, are going to 
get into trouble this summer in 
traveling mountain highways if 
they don't watch out, warns the 
Auto Club of Southern Califognia. 

A number of letters have been 
received by the Southern Califor- 
nia club from irate auto owners 
who claim that many motorists are 
not aware of a clause in the State 
Motor Vehicle Act, to wit—S8Section 
20 (D,) which reads as follows: 

“It shall be the duty of the 
driver, rider or operator of a ve- 
hicle about to be overtaken and 
passed to give way to the right in 
favor of the overtaking vehicle, on 
suitable and audible signal being 
given by or on behalf of the opera- 


tor, driver or other person in| port 


charge and control of such over- 


taking vehicle if such overtaking 
vehicie be a motor vehicle.” 

This points out that while it is 
an act of courtesy to move over 
and give half of the road to some- 
one who wants to pass you, iis 
also a State law. 

Careful and circumspect drivers 
will demand the right of passing 
only when they are going at a rea- 
sonable rate and find a vehicle in 
front of them tee slow for com- 
fort or sanity, points out the Auto 
Club. The application of this law 
should be governed in a large sense 
by general courtesy. It is particu- 
larly applicable to touring condi- 
tions in some of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia mountains in this vicinity 
where there are wide spacés left 
for turn-outs and you find a car 
behind you going at a more rapid 
rate than you are, that is an op- 
unity to pull aside and let 
other fellow pass.

Answer: The peculiar action of 
the front wheels called “shimmy- | 
ing” is usually caused by some part | 
of the mechanism lacking rigidity. 
I have found the cause to be, in 
several capes, the housing of the 
steering gears working lose from its 
support to the frame of the car. 
One aggravated case was caused 
by a loose steering arm, and tight-| 
ening the nut that held it Into the 
steering kpockle stopped the yi- 
bration. I suggest that you care- 
fully inepect the entire mechanism 
and tighten up at all points of sup- 
port and contact.

“We have met all of the condi- 
tions and will in future announce- 
ments state exactly what we are 
planning to’ do im the region 
through the medium of ovr in- 
creased facilities. 

“Our $6000 is in the hands of 
New York headquarters, and fur- 
ther, Mr. Mortimer Schiff has 
placed an additional $6000 to our 
credit, thus we have $12,000 for 
the employment of two additional 
executives for the year in this re- 
gion. This should enable us to 
fully occupy our field and tie up 
loose ends. It means much 40

Lieut-Colt. Edward B. Vedder of the Army 
Medical Corps.”

“Dinner—Noon: Meat, amount size of a 
lamb chop, preferably broiled. Vegetables, 
at least two kinds. Potatoes (baked, 
Hbolled, mashed,) carrots, squash, turnips, 
celery spinach, lettuce, asparagus tips, 
string beans, canned or fresh peas. Bread 
and butter, preferably whole wheat.

Treatment of the Insartk 


T THE Ebell Club in Los Angeles Dr. 
Edward H. Williams, authority on in- 


the walls is caused in every case by a 
toxic state of the blood, which is produced 
by dietetic errors. I find that the usual 
dietary prescribed depends upon the elimi- 
nation of meats, alcohol and tobacco, but 
I seldom find a patient with this trouble 
who has been fond of any of these so- 
called agents to the cause. In every case 
the patient has been a heavy starch and 
sugar eater, and after the fast, when the 
pressure is reduced to the normal, the per- 
manency of the cure depends entirely upon 
the regulation of the use of the carbohy- 
drates, and often upon their elimination for 
a long period of time. 


“I have made elaborate tests to prove 
this theory, having patients use carbohy- 
drates one day and not the next, and I 
have been able to tell the day the carbohy- 
drates were used, by a blood pressure ex- 
amination alone. It is advisable to dl- 
minish the intake of liquids if no kidney dis- 
ease exists, as this will reduce the volume 
of blood and relieve some of the arterial 
tension. The bowels must be kept open by 
enemas if necessary, and skin encour- 
aged to eliminate properly sponge or 
shower baths.”

In the 
Deglet Nur and one or two other varieties 
of date, this change from cane sugar to in- 
vert sugar is not completed and thege va 
rieties of date contain much cane sugar 
rather than the more desirable invert 
sugar. 

“Cane sugar has the great disadvantage 
that it is irritating as well as difficult of dl- 
gestion. If taken otherwise than in very 
dilute form it is likely to produce severe 
irritation and may give rise to ulceration. 
The use of cane sugar is a common cause 
of gastric catarrh and hyperacidity. It is 
believed by many authorities that the free 
use of cane sugar is a cause of diabetes. It 
is most desirable that the consumption of 
cane sugar, which is carried to great ex- 
cess in this country, should be greatly les 
sened. The substitution of dates, especial 
ly of the invert sugar varieties, should be 
encouraged. The date is more than «& 
wholesome substitute for sugar, it is a 
whole food. It may be used as freely as 
may be desired and without injury. Obser- 
vations made by Metchnikoff show that by 
the free use ‘of dates the intestinal flora 
may be changed: that is, the poison-form- 
ing putrefactive bacteria may be suppressed 
and the harmless protective acid-forming 
bacteria made ‘to grow in their place. An 
ounce of dates contains more food iron than 


an ounce of beefsteak.” F

Lincoln's Power to Concentrate on a 
Subject Highly Developed 


E MIGHT have to ride twenty miles 

and back to get the books at Spring- 
field—but he is not to be pitied for that! 
He had already developed habits of mind, 
methods of study which made him prac 
tically unconscious of his surroundings. He 
gathered up his material in moments of 
leisure, and on his journeys to and from 
Springfield, to and from his surveying jobs, 
he went over and over it, absorbing its 
meaning, saturating himself with it. No 
possible leisure, or association, no so-called 
advantage or opportunity could of itself 
have carried him so far as this habit of 
concentration and assimilation which he 
had worked out under the hard prod of ne- 
cessity. 

We can think of Abrabati Lincoln by the 
fall of 1834, then, as a cheerful and satis- 
fied young man. He was on his way, and 
he had tle exciting éxperience before him 
of a first term in the Ninth Illinois Assem- 


It was December when he started for 
Vandalia, then the capital. The town lay 
some seventy-five miles to the south of 
Springfield, and then, as now, it was 
reached only by much zigzagging. In all 
probability Lincoln went by stage coach. 
New Salem by this time was on a stage 
coach route. The line ran from Springfield 
northwest to the Mississippi through Mon- 
mouth. The trip took two full days and 
cost nine dollars. By taking this route to 
Springfield, Lincoln could catch the coach 
south to Vandalia. : 

The state capital was not much to look 
at when Lincoln saw it for the first time 
in 1834. He/had of course seen real cities 
-—New Orleans, St. Louis, but Vandalia 
was the largest town in which he had ever 
lived—a town about fifteen years old, of 
probably not quite a thousand people— 
the courthouse a two-story brick building 
without any architectural pretension, its 

“fotises of worship still. poor affairs, no 
great dwellings—but yet a town which, 
because of the men that had dominated it, 
“ad unmistakable distinction. Vandalia 
had known several superior men. There 
was Ninian Edwards, whom President Mad- 
ison had sent to Illinois as its first Terri- 
torial Gocernor, who later had been a Unit- 
ed States Senator, and after that Governor 
of the State. There was Edward Coles, a 
gentleman if there ever was one, Governor 
from 1823 to 1826—the man who because 
of his hatred of slavery had put fortune, 
position, comfort behind him, had brought 
his slaves to Illinois, freed them and es- 


as Illinois had known. The State 
Assembly had always others of fine. cali- 
bre—men of French descent and a touch 
of French cultivation—aspiring Kentucki- 
ans and Virginians, the best of timber.

His approach 
was different. He had to know his ground, 
understand his people, make up his mind, 
study the thing out before he would at- 
tempt to put himself forward. The result 
is that we have a young legislator who 
does what he does very quietly. No speech 
of his is reported—no signs of leadership 
show in the record. As a matter of fact, 
the two sessions of the Ninth Assembly— 
one in the winter of 1834-35 and an extra 
one called at the end of 1835-—were given 
over almost entirely to Lincoln's favorite 
topie of internal improvements; and most 
of the time of the legislators was devoted 
to making. and passing bills for railroads, 
canals, roads and bridges. There was 
little speech-making. The “heart-appalling 
shock” which Lincoln confessed the cost of 
railroads gave him in 1832 seems to have

t. led in 1834. True, he wW 
further along in his public and professfo 
al ambitions, he had made great strides 
his law reading, he had n to see 
end, to be sure that he would be admitted 
He knew he was solid with his constit 
et. and probably could be re-elected 
often ag he might want; but his heart w 
heavy within him. 

A singular feature of the frank and 
luminous reminiscences we have of Lis 
coln’s life in New Salem from 1831 to 183 
is that none of them recall any intimaé 
or even companionship with the youn 
girls of the town and countryside. Bae 
in iudiang his acquaintances rememt 
that he “liked” little Kate Roby. Tews 
Anderson's ferry on the Ohio they téld hé 
he gave a friend a scar “for life” in 
quarrel over a girl to whom he had galt 
attention. In Macon County, Til., there 
detailed traditions of his courting 
young women fm 1830 and 1831.and w 
to marry both of them! Yet in New Sal 
em, for nearly three years there seems td 
have been no one to whom he was so at 
tracted that his sharpeyed friends 
marked it; and you may be sure the 
would have seen and remembered if the 
had been such a one. 

It is not credible that through 
years Lincoln was indifferent to women. 
doubt if ever there was a time of his lf 
when he was not keenly conscious of them 
drawn to them. The truth undoubtedly ig 
that at his coming to New Salem he w 
deeply stirred by a young woman of 
town whom he knew to be engaged to an 
other man. It was not until 1834 that she 
was free and that he finally won her, 
There is no doubt that she was the frst 
woman he had loved, the only one who ever 
brought him romance. The story of 
their short happiness and the tragic sor 
row with which it ended, a story whieh 
turned all his hard-earned achievement te 
dust and ashes will be told in the next 
chapter.

All Night Dance Ceremonial 
in Close Estufa 

LEMENTE and most of the other young 

men in the pueblo had been up the 
whole night rehearsing the corn dance in 
the close ceremonial chambers —estufas, or 
ovens, so labeled with excellent propriety 
by the Spaniards. 
"These round houses are often wholly or 
partiy underground, being entered down «a 
ladder through a_hatch in the roof. Always 
upon important occasions a ceremonial fire 
is kept burning in a depression in the 
floor, the smeke filling the chamber and 
finding egress through the hatch. In some 
of the estufas there is a hole at the base 
of the@wall, fumed to the surface of the 
ground, for ventilation. Often there is no 
such allowance. As there are only a few 
estufas to each pueblo—but two for the 
800 people of Santo Domingo—they literal- 
ly become beehives of life when in use. 


The first padres sought to discourage 
estufa exercises as being in competition 


‘with the church. They é¢ven enlisted the} 
--Jnquisttion ‘to that end, But their efforts 
resulted in the Pueblo uprising of 1680 and 


continued to sow the seets of further out- 
breaks until a more judicious policy was 
adopted. So the estufas prevailed, their 
ceremonious character has been respected, 
and they have come ddwn to the present 
day intact in original significance and en- 
dued with secrecy and mystery. But the 
exercises that go forward within them are 
described by the Indians as “rehearsals” of 
the fiesta dances held in honor of the 
saints.

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THE DISCOID COMPOSITES 


AVING. finished with the Radiate 
Composites, we will now take up the 
Discoids, the second group of the 
great Composite.  Family—those. 


will consider them in two sub-groups: (a) 
Yellow; (b) Not Yellow. 


Yellow is the predominant color among 
the Radiate Composite—as has been 
shown in the preceding chapters of this 
series—the flowers of that shade number- 
ing at least three times as many ag those 
of all other hues. And among those which 
are particularly showy, the proportion in 
favor of the yellow ones is still greater. 

Among the Discoids, however, the matter 
is somewhat reversed. The showy ones are 
almost exclustvely of some other color than | 
yellow. There are really more yellow ones 
than a casual observation reveals. But be 
cause they are mostly inconspicuous, we 
take little note of them. They are largely 
low shrubs, or perennials with a low woody 
base and a generous annual herbaceous 
growth of stalks and foliage. 


Shewy Discoids are Mosily of Some 
Other Color Than Yellow 


HE Artemisias—of which the Desert 

Sagebrush is the outstanding example 
—belong here. But to these I have already 
devoted one full article (Times Mlustrated 
Magazine, April 9, 1922,) so they will re 
ceive little more than mention now, and 
that only because they form by far the 
most important group of the Yellow Dix 
colds. In one sense, their flowers are not 
showy, yet when Desert Sagebrush, 
Parish’s Sagebrush, "Wnd the California Sage 
are in bloom, they take on a beauty dnd at- 
tractiveness that claim our notice and 
challenge our admiration. This is especial-

ly true of the California Sage (Artemisia 
Californica,) which is so plentiful every- 
where on the foothills of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

There are some other Yellow Discoids 
which for one reason or another I shall 
pass over for the present: One of these is 
the Tocolote, a star-thistle. It will receive 
its due share of attention—which is a good 
deal—when I come to the Thistles, which 
for the most part are not-yellow. Another 
omission, for the present, is the Blessed 
Thistle, a cousin of the Tocolote. Still an- 
other one is Golden Girls, a Chaenactis— 
which through some whim of Mother Na- 
ture’s got in with a group of Discoids that 
with this exception all not-yellow. It will 
receive its due share of attention when the 
“Chaenactis Sisters” come a for consider- 
ation. 


Mountain@F lower¢ of Striking 
Beauty and Attractiveness 


most showy ones of our Yellow Dis- 

coids are the Chrysothamnuses, of 
which we have several species. They are 
not as well known as their beauty and dis- 
tinctiveness deserve. But this is largely 
because they don't live on a “main traveled 
road.” ‘They are mostly mountain-dwell- 
ers; and some of the very finest of them 
make their home on the slopes of the 
ranges which look out upon the deserts. 
Others of them climb high up into the sky 
and preempt homesteads which are cov- 
ered with snow during the winter months. 
~The Chrysemnothusts are not noticeable 
plants until they come into bloom; yet they 


are not unpleasifig 
when you take note | 
of them. AlJl of the 
different species 
have upright stalks 
that do not branch 
much until near the 
top: and all are 
slender-leaved.

A Desert Shrub that Becomes a Solid 
Mass of Yellow at Blooming Time 


MONG the earlier bloomers of the Yel- 

low Discoids are the Tetradymias, of 
which we have two. They are both low 
shrubs. One is a desert shrub, on the Mo- 
jave; the other is of semidesert character. 
The Mojave shrub

Butter-Balls and Brass-Buttons are Com- 
mon Plants Along Our Roadsides* 


HERE abe a few low herbs with yellow 
discoid flower-heads. Two of these are 
quite common everywhere along the road- 
sides and in waste places. They are the 
“Butter-balis” (Matricgria matricaroides) 
and “Brass Buttons” (Cotula coranopifolia.) 
ae former is also known as “Pineapple 
" because of the rather pleasant fruity

They both have finely- 
cut, fringy leaves. “Brass Buttons” is in 
itself a good description of the flower-heads 
of the Cotula.

Only 
1,000 out ofthe 3,000 sent out were an- 
swered. The questionnaire created much 
excitement at the time the results were 
given out, mainly on the ground that so 
many women ackpowledged having spooned 
with men other than their flances.

Bore the holes just 
large enough to force the pipe through and 
paint the edges of the holes well. Then, 
alter<(he pipes are tm place, putty may be 
used. ta.stop leaks around them...

In a 
seasure we «an overlook this, because the 
book is essentially a treatise on commercial 
poultry culture.—in other words, on the 
profitable production of eggs and meat and 
the maintenance of a high flock average. 
Its scope is clearly indicated in its clay 
ter headings, which cover such subjects as 
Factors Infinencing Profits in Poultry Cul- 
ture, Poultry Housing, Breeding, Feeding: 


BSIMILATION and digestion are 
factors in the lem of economic 
feeding about which we Know com- 

paratively little. It has only been during 

the past decade, or since and during the 
late World War, that research workers have 

. given the subject of autrition serious atten- 

tion. Among the larger discoveries have 

been vitamines, of which we have heard 
much since the close of the war. Digestion 
and assimilation, however, have 
touched on only in a general way. 
really, they are vital. 

A food may be rich in wutritive ingredi- 


dua 


ents, but if they are difficult of assimila- 
tion and only indifferently digested, much 
of their value as food is lost—in other 
words, without affording 
results in sustaining power. We believe 
this ix more or less true in the feeding of 
fowls. Assimilation and digestion also im- 
ply that the processes ty which they are 
fully accomplished are functioning as they 
should; but are they? Do poultry breeders 
appreciate and understand the correct func- 
tioning of the various organs of the body? 
As bearing on this phase of the subject, 
Prof. T. G. Browne, in the Journal of Com- 
parative Pathology and Therapeutics, says 
that the crop in fowls appears to play no 
other part than simply to act as a reserveir 
for food and to maintain a regular flow to 
the gizzard. Since no digestive products 
ure produced in this organ, and since its 
epithelial lining is of the squamous and 
#tratified type, it is only reasonable to con- 
clude that the crop does not function as an 
organ of absorption; in fact, there is every 
to believe that little or no-*material 
of anv kind Tecomes absorbed here. The 
contents of the crop are not subjected to 
ony churning or mixing movement, but are 
simply <queezed and pressed together, with 
the result that, in the cause of a meal. of 


mixed food. the softer material has a tend 


eney to become expressed from that which 
and thus be forced 
upworl toward the point of exit to leave 
the crop at a faster rate. Further on in his 
our guthor discourses as follows re- 
cucding the fanctions of the gizzard:

There is evidently some provision of Nature 
whereby this organ is capaide of retaining 
the necessary quantity of sand tor a con- 
siderable time «several months.) in the 
absence of a further supply, although it 
does not retard the passage through it of 
an unnecessary quantity.”

“There is Nothing New” 


That of which we have never heard or 
of which we know nothing, is to the mst 
of us “new.” Now there are a great many 
things of which many of us have never 
heard; likewise, many things that occur 
daily are decidedly not new. Among the 
latter is the “innovation™ of selling breed. 
ine birds by the auction system. From th. 
Feathered World we learn of an auction 
“ale in 1854 —sixty-nine years ago—at which 
time some of the places now boasting of 
utection sales of poultry were not even on 
the map. The advertising of the sale an- 
nounced “Cochin China fowls, descended 
from prize medal, commended and import- 
ed stock of approved colors, and of great 
weight. a portion being the picked lot of 
the valuable collection of John Foster 
Spence, Chirton Cottage, Northumberland, 
several of which are bred from Mr. Sturg- 
eons celebrated prize bird, Nelson, and 
from Mr. Andrewa's and Mr. Puchard’s heat 
birds. The remainder selected, regardless 
of cost, from the best strains in the coun- 
try. The Spanish fowl are of first qual- 
ity, being from the noted blood of Capt. 
Horny, and other choice breeders.” The 
names given above recall some of the most 


noted breeders of their day. Of the Covch- 
ins there were forty. The highest prices 
were for a. pullet ¢$35) and ai §cockerel 
($23.50) brother and sister. Of the Span- 


ish there were ten lots, with three of ducks.

Number of Hens to a Cock 


A correspondent writes to know the num- 
ber of Leghorn or Barred Rock hens that 
an advantageously be mated to a male 
bird. That depends somewhat on the male 
bird and also on the purpose one may have 
in view. The usual practice with the 
heavier breeds, such as Brahmas and 
Langshans, is to have a cock to from six 
to ten hens: with the dual purpose breeds 
(which includes the Barred Rock) the cock 
may run with from eight to twelve fe- 
males; as for the egg breeds, such as Leg- 
horns and Andalusians, ten to fifteen hens 
to a male is the rule. But this is not ar 
bitrary. If the male is a strong bird. full 
of pep and virility, and his attentions are 
well distributed, good results in fertility 
are secured with a considerably larcer 
number of hens: but for safety and ro- 
bust chicks, the numbers mentioned are 
certainly preferable. Such matings, pro- 
birds of both sexes are from 
good ancestry, ought to perpetuate their 
good qualities in the offspring. 

Although the State of Washington will 
not send a horticultural inspector to Cali- 
fornia this year for the potatoshipping 
season the same restrictions on California 
potatoes shipped ito that State will be in 
effect. California inspectors will take care 
of shipping-point inspections, and the Wash- 
ington horticultural authorities will check 
the shipments over on arrival.

Accordi to the Los Angeles County 

Agricultu Extension Service, reports 
from all deciduous fruit districts of Seuth- 
ern California indicate that an unusually 
good job of thinning has been done this 
season. The Extension Service officials be- 
lieve that the educational campaign to in- 
duce growers to thin their crops, promoted 
by various educational bodies and can- 
ne organizations, has been productive 
of results. 
Similar reports have come from North- 
ern California. In many sections where 
apricots have never been thinned before. 
practically all of the growers have this sea- 
son removed from one-third to a half of 
the crop. Prospects for quality fruit are 
considered much more promising as a re- 
sult of the extensive thinning than was oe 
prospect a few weeks ago. an 


EXPERTS DISCUSS 
CITRUS PROBLEMS 


ORANGE.—Soil problems were discussed 
recently at a meeting of the Villa Park 
Farm Center. The principal speakers were 
D. D. Waynick, soil and fertilizer expert 
connected with an agricultural laboratory 
at Anaheim; W. R. Schoonover, citriculture 
specialist, University of California Exten- 
"sion Service, and -W. H. Wahlberg, Orange 
County Farm Adviser. 

Mr. Waynick stressed the value of 
studying soil conditions and obtaining the 
proper fertilization. He advised the 
ranchers to buy their fertilizer on the unit 
basis rather than by the ton. “In buying 
on the unit basis,” Mr. Waynick said, “the 


| farmer gets better yalue for his money and 


does not pay for waste matter that is like- 
ly to be detrimenta! to the land and crops.” 

In buying fertilizer,by the ton, there is 
more than a possibility that the rancher 
will pay for considerable water, the speak- 
er declared. He cited an instance that 
happened last year, when several carloads 
were shipped from eutside places and sold 
to the ranchers. It was found that a large 
percentage was nothing but soil, and that 
the farmers who purchased it lost as much 
as $250 on a carioad. 

Mr. Waynick also stated that approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 is spent annually in the 
State for fertilizer, and that if out of this 
sum, the farmers failed to obtain the de- 
sired results, they would lose on an aver- 
age of $250 per carload, besides the damage 
to their soil. He declared that the ranch- 
ers are becoming more interested in the 
idea of the association laboratory, which 
is used to test fertilizer before it is ap 
plied to the soil. A general sample of fer- 


tilizer is taken from each carload and sub- 


quality. 


Mr. Schoonover discussed citrus culture, 


and recommended the numbering of trees 
in each grove in order to operate under 
the chart system. By 
method, he said, the grower is able to keep 
an accurate check on production of the in- — 
dividual trees and when he finds a tree 
which igs not producing up to the general 
average of the 
years, he has an opportunity to investigate

and either remedy the cause for low pro 
duction or replace the tree with another. 


As another advantage of the chart sys 


tem, Mr. Schoonover said, that many times 
while cultivating a grove, the owner finds 
a tree is developing a disease or which is

can return later to the exact spot by jot- 
ting down the number of the tree and the 


row.

SURVEY TO BE STARTED 


LANCASTER.—One of the principal fea- 
tures of the work of the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Agricultural Extension Service with the 
alfalfa growers of the Antelope Valley, as 
planned early in the spring, is a survey of 
the amount of water used by the growers 
—s the period of a year, said Assistant 
Los Angeles Farm Adviser Adrian Holmes 
recently. Little actual information is ayail- 
able as to the proper amount of water to 
apply under Antelope Valley conditions and 
there is a wide variation .in the amounts 
used. It is felt necessary to secure specific 
data as to the amount of water actually 
used as a basis for deciding the proper 
quantity for best results. A survey blank 
has been prepared and will be distributed 
by the agricultural department of the An- 
telope Valley Union High Sehool. Alfalfa 
growers are urged to co-operate by filling 
out accurately the blanks provided. it is 
expected that the data secured will be of 
great value in determining best irrigation 
practice im alfalfa culture.

M. A. Schofield delivered the report of 
the Utility committee, explaining many of 
the details which had been worked out be 
fore’ a final report could be rendered. This 
report, which was adopted as read, is as 
follows; 

First, the judging of birds in a utility 
show must not be confused with a culling 
demonstration. Second, the present stand- 
ard of perfection can be accepted by 
utility judges as a basis for their decisions, 
if interpreted from the standpoint of indt- 
cated stamina and vitality. Third, judging 
of Birds for utility awards must be by 
comparison only. Fourth, no entry shall 
be penalized for defects that are the nat- 


ural result of large production—thus, a 
laying hen shall not be pewalised for hav- 
ing pale shanks as a result of heavy laying; 
frayed tips on tail feathers shall not be 
counted as a defect at fall and early wih- 
ter shows. Fifth, consideration of the 
probable ability of the different entries to 

ce themselves shall receive the at- 
tention of the utility judge. Sixth, it is 
suggested that every breeder of utility 
poultry can study with profit the new 
Standard of Perfection.

prepared by George C. England and M.A. 


Schofield, subcommitteemen: E. Hog- 
sett of Pomona, as committee chairman, 
addressed the meeting on the accredited 
breeders’ and hatchery project and read a 
committee report, which was adopted.

The large crowd present was very 
enthusiastic about giving the new plan a 
thorough tryout im an endeavor to carry 
the poultry industry forward on a credit- 
able basis. While the plan may perhaps 
work a hardship in a few individual cases, 
the general concensus of opinion seems to 
be that when it gets thoroughly under way. 
it will point toward bigger and better. 
things in the entire poultry industry of 
Southern California.

LOQUAT CROP SOLD 
IN NORTH AND EAST 


BY GEORGE 8B. BOWERS 
One of the largest loduat in Call- 
fornia is in the Vista district, a few miles 
southeast of Oceanside. This grove con- 
tains twenty-four acres, each acre planted 
to forty-five trees, which are now eight 


Japan is considered the home of the 
loguat, but the fruit as grown under Cali- 
fornia conditions is said by those who have 
eaten both to be far superior to that pro- 
duced in Japan. Italy and Southern Spain 
rproduce a laguat similar in quality to the 
California product. 

Loquat picking began about April 15 this 
year and will continue until the middle of 
June. The Vista grove this year will pro- 
duce about 108 tons of fruit, according to 
an eMtimate by the owner. There are but 
few communities in California producing 
loquats in iarge quantities. In many sec- 
tions may be found a few trees that take 
care of the demand in local markets, which 
is not great, on account of the competition 
from oranges. 

Vista loquats are largely marketed in 
New York City and in the States of Wash- 
ington and Oregon. Local prices do not 
affect these markets. In the eastern mar- 
ket, during the loquat season, there is 
little competiti6n from other fruits, except 
the orange, therefore logquats command 
high prices. The demand in the Northwest 
is said to be due to the presence of a 
large Japanese population.

DEMONSTRATES PEACH- 
THINNING METHODS 


BERNARDINO.—In order to dem- 
onstrate that even the light crop of peaches 
set this year will require thinning if the 
fruit is to meet the rquirements set by the 
canners. a series of field meetings under 
the auspices of the Agricultural Extension 
Service of San Bernardino county, assisted 
by S. W. Cunningham, secretary of the 
Southern California Canners’ Bureau, were 
held recently on several San Bernardino 
ranches. 

It required a full day for San Bernardino 
County Farm Advisor H. J. Wilder to find 
a peach grower in the west end of the 
county who would admit that he had a 
set of peaches heavy enough to warrant 
holding a thinning demonstration. At the 
demonstration in the Stembridge orchard, 
Ontario, 1037 peaches were counted on the 
tree selected for thinning of which 5600 were 
left on the tree. In the J. S. Edwards orch- 


ard, San Bernardino, the tree selected car- 
ried 756 peaches, which number was re- 
duced to 420.

STOCK CONDITIONS 

Fencing is becoming more general for 
the cattle ranches, and an effort is being 
made in parts of Arizona to breed up, 
though i is all very half hearted as yet, 
and confined to a few districts.

EXPERT URGES CARE | 


IN THINNIN UIT 


VISALIA.—The thinning of peaches is in 
progress in Tulare county and is the N@av- 
lest for ten years and the cost of this work 
is running high. Ten tong of fruit to the 
acre will be not uncommon this season, 
the growers say. Tulare County Horticul- 
tural Commissioner Frank R. Brann re- 
cently issued a statement to the growers, 
urging them to thin.the fruit properly so 
as not to impair quality of the crop or to 
injure the trees by breakage. 

’ Mr. Brann declares that peaches must 
be thinned, regardless of the size of the 
crop. Careful analysis, he says, has es- 
tablished the fact that it takes two two 
inch peaches to equal in “green” weight 
one two-and-one-half peach. “The common 
custom has been to thin so that the 
peaches are left from fourteen to six iaches 
apart on the limbs. However, if two fruits 
are left on opposite sides of the shoot, one 
need not be taken away,” he says. “Doubles 
should not be removed, since it is almost 
impossible te separate. them, except when 
there are sufficient singles to make a good

EAUMONT.—A meeting of fruit grow- 
‘ers of this district was held recently

000, of which $40,000 is to be raised at 
once in order to get the building under 
way and ready for this year’s prospective 


that after the fruit is picked and put in the 
field boxes, it remains in the orchard from 


SALVAGE 


to the packing-house. By that time it has 
accumulated enough heat inside to start it 
on the decline, both as to looks and qual- 
ity. Socner or later it goes through & 
sweat, or drying-out process. This, in many 
cases, :eaves the apple shriveled outside, 
dry and pithy inside and without any 
flavor. After the fruit is carried to the 
packing-house, it may be kept there from 
one to two weeks before it is packed and 
ready for the market or a cold-storage 
plant in some other place. By that time, 
any bruises from mishandling have started 
to decay. Unfortunately, in many in- 
stances, the sorters and packers do not see 
these defects aid they are packed with the 
best fruit. Putting the fruit in cold storage 


With a cold-storage plant here, the ides 
is to run the fruit inte cold storage in 
field boxes direct from the orchards and 
let it remain there until they are wanted 
for market, then to take it from storage 
and pack it for shipment. 

By packing fruit out of their own cold- 
storage rooms the local fruit growers can 
be sure that nothing tit first-class fruit 
will go into the boxes and to market. In, 
this way the association will be able to 
warrant the fruit and thus help to improve 


twenty-four to fortyeight. hours, part of 
that time in the sun, before it is hauled in- 


the apple industry both for the grower 
and the consumer.
